Testing urged after returning 
from Spring Break travels 


MDHHS 
Increases 
quarantine 
to 14-days 


Health department and 
school officials are urging 
area residents to get tested 
for COVID-19 upon return- 
ing from Spring Break to 
help slow the spread of the 
virus across northern 
Michigan. Unfortunately, 
COVID-19 cases are rising 
across the region and the 
state with illness and hospi- 
talizations spiking, too. 

In March, the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan saw a significant 
increase in COVID-19 cases, 
reporting 1,056 new cases 
last month compared to 345 
new cases in February, 
while hospitalizations re- 
mained steady. To view 
more information about 
COVID-19 cases reported 
this past month in the 
health department’s four 
county jurisdiction, visit 
our COVID-19 data website 
to view March 2021 county 
profiles. County profiles can 
be found below the vaccina- 
tion and case dashboards. 

Due to increasing cases 
and a growing number of 
variant cases in Michigan, 
effective today, the Michi- 
gan Department of Health 
and Human (MDHHS) serv- 
ices is reinstating the stan- 
dard 14-day quarantine for

close contacts of COVID-19 
cases. This will remove the 
option of a 10-day quaran- 
tine for non-variant cases. 
As a reminder, a negative 
test result to “test out of 
quarantine” has never been 
adopted in the State of 
Michigan. As of press time, 
the MDHHS guidance found 
here had not been updated 
but will soon include the 14- 
day quarantine require- 
ments. 

Students and families 
traveling across Michigan, 
to other states or out of the 
country risk being exposed 
to and carrying COVID-19 
with them. This in turn 
could fuel outbreaks within 
their households and the 
communities where they 
live or visit. 

Residents should get 
tested 3-5 days after return- 
ing from travel, and those 
who chose not to be tested 
should stay home for 10 
days. Whether or not you 
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and your family get tested, 
you should avoid being 
around people of increased 
risk for severe illness for 14 
days. If you know you have 
been in contact with a con- 
firmed COVID-19 case, you 
should quarantine the full 
14 days since your last expo- 
sure. 

The Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan of- 
fers free testing by appoint- 
ment. No symptoms or 
doctor’s order is necessary. 
To find and schedule a free 
testing appointment, call 1- 
800-432-4121. 

“Even with no symptoms, 
you can spread the virus to 
others,” said Lisa Peacock, 
Health Officer. “Regardless 
of whether you traveled or 
not, you should also con- 
tinue to wear a mask over 
your nose and mouth in 
public settings, avoid 
crowds and maintain social 
distancing of at least six 
feet from anyone you did 


not travel with,” she said, 
suggesting carrying hand 
sanitizer of at least 60% al- 
cohol in case washing 
hands with soap and water 
is not readily available. 

At least one superintend- 
ent in northern Michigan 
has sent communications 
home about returning to 
school after traveling dur- 
ing Spring Break. 

“Our goal continues to be 
to offer in-person instruc- 
tion in a safe and healthy 
manner for the remainder 
of the school year,” stated 
Chris Parker, Superintend- 
ent of The Public Schools of 
Petoskey, in his communi- 
cation to families. “For that 
to happen, we all need to 
work together, and each do 
our part,” he wrote.

MI Classroom Heroes COVID-19 grants available 


Gov. Gretchen Whitmer 
and State Treasurer Rachael 
Eubanks today announced 
the expansion of the MI 
Classroom Heroes COVID-19 
Grants to include a new 
grant program for Great 
Start Readiness Program 
(GRSP), Head Start, adult ed- 
ucation and young adult 
(ages 18-26) special education 
classroom teachers. 

“The MI Classroom Heroes 
COVID-19 Grants are just a 
small token of our gratitude 
to educators for going above 
and beyond during the pan- 
demic,” Governor Whitmer 
said. “When COVID-19 hit, 
teachers worked around the 
clock to quickly transform 
from in-person teaching to 
remote instruction to ensure 
that their students could con- 
tinue learning. It is simply 
the right thing to do to ex- 


pand these grants to include 
all specific program teachers 
across the state.” 

The GRSP, Head Start, 
Adult Education and Young 
Adult Special Education 
Teacher COVID-19 Grant 
Program enables these spe- 
cific program teachers to re- 
ceive up to $500 for extra 
hours worked and costs in- 
curred during the beginning 
of the COVID-19 pandemic 
last spring. 

A state budget appropria- 
tion signed by Governor 
Whitmer at the end of 2020 
provides $2.5 million to make 
specific program teachers eli- 
gible to receive a MI Class- 
room Heroes COVID-19 
Grant, who were not eligible 
under previous programs. 

“The Classroom Heroes 
COVID-19 Grants provide 
funds that our educators so 
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richly deserve for their out- 
standing work during the 
pandemic,” said David 
Hecker, President of the 
American Federation of 
Teachers Michigan. “In addi- 
tion to the money, these 
grants are a sincere showing 
of respect for our teachers 
and support staff, and what 
they do for Michigan’s stu- 
dents.” 

Full-time and part-time 
GRSP, Head Start, adult edu- 
cation and young adult spe- 
cial education teachers in a 
school district or nonprofit 
nonpublic school classrooms 
during the 2019-2020 school 
year prior to moving to re- 
mote learning are eligible. 

To receive up to $500, spe- 
cific program teachers must 
have performed at least of 
75% of their standard in- 
struction workload in brick- 
and-mortar classrooms to 
moving to remote instruction 
on April 2, 2020. 

“My staff has been working 
with school districts and 
other stakeholders to help en- 
sure that all eligible teachers 
and support staff receive the 
MI Classroom Heroes 
Grants,” State Treasurer Eu- 
banks said. “We will work ur- 
gently to ensure these 
specific program teachers re- 
ceive their much-deserved 
grant payments.” 

The state Treasury Depart- 
ment is working with the 
Michigan Department of Ed- 
ucation, school entities and 
other education partners to 
implement MI Classroom He- 
roes COVID-19 Grants. Eligi- 
ble specific program teachers 
should consult the school en- 
tity where they worked dur- 
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ing the 2019-2020 school year 
to ensure they receive a 
grant. 

Grant funding checks for 
the GRSP, Head Start, Adult 
Education and Young Adult 
Special Education Teacher 
COVID-19 Grant Program are 
anticipated to be sent directly 
from the state Treasury De- 
partment to teachers in June. 

“Expanding the MI Class- 
room Heroes Grant to GSRP 
staff is a tremendous ac- 
knowledgement of the value 
of the work that they do 
every day,” said Scott 
Koenigsknecht, Deputy Su- 
perintendent of the Michigan 
Department of Education. 
“These educators are com- 
mitted to helping our earliest 
learners develop the social 
emotional and academic 
skills that will help them be 
prepared to successfully 
enter kindergarten. We ap- 
preciate them being recog- 
nized for the heroes that they 
are.” 

Under the Teacher and 
Support Staff COVID-19 
Grant Programs — the first 
two grant programs under 
the MI Classroom Heroes 
COVID-19 Grants umbrella — 
more than 138,000 K-12 teach- 
ers and support staff pay- 
ments were sent MI 
Classroom Heroes Grants 
checks. More than $51 mil- 
lion is being distributed to el- 
igible K-12 public school 
teachers and support staff 
and nonpublic school teach- 
ers.

The Veteran of the month 
of April 2021 is Norval Fran- 
cis Churchill. Born June 11, 
1840 on the family home- 
stead in Berlin Township, St. 
Clair County, Michigan to 
parents David and Zoa 
Edgerton Churchill. He 
grew up on the farm, and at 
the age of 21 years, enlisted 
into the Union Army, mus- 


tering into service on August 


17, 1861. He would be as- 
signed to Company L, 1st 
Michigan Volunteer Calvary, 
and served in the Army of 
the Potomac. He was se- 
lected Orderly for General 
Banks for several months, 
and then for General Mans- 
field when the General was 
killed in battle. He then be- 
came Orderly for General 
Sherman for a short time. 
When General George Arm- 
strong Custer assumed com- 
mand of the Ist Michigan 
Calvary, Private Churchill 
was appointed Orderly for 
General Custer, always rid- 
ing at his side. While riding 
forward at the head of a sin- 
gle company of Union sol- 
diers, they encountered 
several regiments of Confed- 
erate soldiers. Sending or- 
ders back to his own men, 
Custer charged ahead of his 
escort to draw the enemies 
attention. A Confederate Of- 
ficer came between Custer 
and his Orderly Private 
Churchill. " He passed Pri- 
vate Churchill and the latter 
saved himself from being cut 
down by the greatest quick- 
ness in raising his guard as 
the Confederate passed be- 
hind him, only having his 
coat sleeve ripped open to 
the shoulder. The passing 
Officer passed on to strike 
down General Custer, but 
Private Churchill spurred 
after him and clave the man 
through before his upraised 
saber could descend upon 
the General." Nearing the 
end of the war, Private 
Churchill was engaged in re- 


Dispute Resolution Assistance for Michigan Farmers 


Farmers facing financial 
or other conflicts may re- 
ceive no-cost dispute resolu- 
tion assistance through the 
Michigan Agricultural Medi- 
ation Program (MAMP). 

Forty-two states have 
Agricultural Mediation Pro- 
grams. Through a federal- 
state partnership each 
program receives a stipend 
from USDA. With this and 
other funding sources Agri- 
cultural Mediation Program 
services are offered at a very 
minimal cost or at no cost as 
with the MAMP. A not-for- 
profit organization, MAMP 
has been providing dispute 
resolution services to Michi- 
gan agriculturalists for 30 
years. 

“This existing federal- 
state partnership has a 
proven track record of pro- 
viding confidential and neu- 
tral forums to discuss and 
resolve loan and credit is- 
sues between farmers and 
their lenders,” said US Sena- 
tor Debbie Stabenow (D-MI) 
in a 2020 letter to former Sec- 
retary Perdue. “The pro- 
gram’s caseloads have 
steadily risen over the past 
eight years and can be ex- 
pected to increase as the eco- 
nomic impacts of the 
COVID-19 pandemic ripple

He and 
Hannah were members of 
the Baptist church, and their 
lives were ever in harmony 
with their faith, and were 
blessed with 8 children. 
Hannah preceded him in 
death on September 25, 1894. 
On June 25, 1905, Norval 
Francis Churchill answered 
the final call and his final 
resting place is Dunsmore 
Cemetery, Echo Township, 
Antrim County Michigan, 
with Graveside rights by 
members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. He is 
being honored by his Great 
Grandson Dr. William Webb, 
and extended family.

April is Sexual Assault Awareness 
Month in the City of Charlevoix

CHARLEVOIX - The meet- 
ing started off with a procla- 
mation by Mayor Luther 
Kurtz about making April 
2021 Sexual Assault Aware- 
ness Month in the City of 
Charlevoix. 

The Council would then 
approve a Power Purchase 
Commitment Authorization 
with the Michigan Public 
Power Agency. The City of 
Charlevoix has been a mem- 
ber of the agency for a long 
time. The Agency was 
formed after Public Act 448, 
which allowed municipal 
electric utilities to purchase 
portions of power supplied 


by large central generation 
stations. When joining 
Charlevoix originally joined 
they signed contracts with 
Detroit Edison’s Belle River 
Plant and Consumers En- 
ergy’s Campbell Plant. Now 
the Agency is also incorpo- 
rating Wind, Solar and Land- 
fill gas. As part of the Public 
Act 341 of 2016, the City is re- 
quired to secure 95 percent 
of the resource capacity re- 
quirements for four plan- 
ning years out. This is why 
the Council approved a con- 
tract for the planning years 
of 2025/2026 through 
2034/2035. 

The next couple of issues 
on the agenda would be re- 
lated to different festivals. 


The first being the 
Charlevoix Trout Tourna- 
ment being guaranteed use 
of Odmark Pavilion for their 
event on June 9 - 13. The 
Council also granted permis- 
sion for the launch fees to be 
waved for the days of the fes- 
tival, along with the practice 
fishing day on June 8. 

The Council would then 
approve the use of the 
Odmark Pavilion on Satur- 
day, May 8 for the Sue DeY 
oung / Judy Edger Walk, 
Run, Cure. 

The final approval from 
Council would be to approve 
the use of the Odmark Pavil- 
lion every Tuesday from 
July 6 through August 24 for 
the Charlevoix City Band to 


perform concerts. 

After approving all of 
those, Kurtz would motion to 
appoint Emma Suarez 
Pawlicki to the Planning 
Commission with a term ex- 
piring in April of 2024. Then 
he would motion to re-ap- 
point both Richard Christ- 
ner and Maureen Owens to 
the Downtown Development 
Authority board with a term 
expiring in April of 2025. All 
would be approved by the 
Council. 

The next City Council 
meeting will be held in per- 
son and on zoom on Monday, 
April 19 at six o’clock. 


Statewide recognition for innovative apprenticeship program 


NORTHWEST, MI- An 
Alanson man, Boyne Re- 
sorts, and North Central 
Michigan College received 
Michigan Works!

Amanda Bomers, human re- 
sources director at Boyne 
Highlands.

The culinary apprentice- 
ship includes 4,000 hours of 
comprehensive On-the-Job 
Training along with 525 
hours of related technical 
instruction. There are cur- 
rently seven apprentices in 
the program and Boyne Re- 
sorts is currently recruiting 
a second cohort. 

One of the current ap- 
prentices is John Mistura.

When 
Boyne initiated the Sous 
Chef Apprenticeship re- 
cruitment process, Mistura 
saw it as an opportunity to 
upskill and launch his ca- 
reer pathway in the culinary 
field.

As Mistura continues his 
success, he is enthusiastic to 
mentor a new cohort of ap- 
prentices and is Boyne’s 
most influential spokesper- 
son for the benefits of the 
training. “Seeing my 
progress from where I 
started to where I am now is 
my favorite part of the pro- 
gram,” said Mistura. 

The Impact Awards, 
hosted by the Michigan 
Works! Association, recog- 
nize the economic develop- 
ment success being achieved 
in communities across 
Michigan. During the event, 
local lawmakers present 
tributes to dozens of hon- 
orees from across the state. 

“Northwest Michigan 
Works! continues to show 
time and again that they are 
committed to understanding 
the unique needs of our re- 
gion and then using that 
knowledge in ways that help 
employers and job seekers 
alike succeed,” said state 
Sen.

The Charlevoix Antrim 
Kalkaska Emmet Coopera- 
tive Invasive Species Man- 
agement Area, better known 
as Antrim Conservation Dis- 
trict’s CAKE CISMA, will de- 
velop a tool lending library 
at the Charlevoix Conserva- 
tion District so that 
landowners can learn more 
about managing invasive 
species on their own land. 
Additionally, CAKE CISMA 
will be working on shore sta- 
bilization and revitalization 
at Bennett Creek, a tribu- 
tary to the Jordan River. 
Hayes Township will also be 
working on shore stabiliza- 
tion and other improve- 
ments as they create a 
schematic design for Camp 
Seagull. 

Challenge Mountain and 
the Charlevoix Area Com- 
munity Pool will both be 
working on repairing 
drainage issues, standing 
water, and stormwater 
runoff at their respective 
parking lots. Cleaning up 
road runoff is important en- 
vironmental protection for 
groundwater and for keep-

ing lakes and rivers clean. 
Another way to keep ecosys- 
tems in balance is to plant 
trees, which is the plan for 
Charlevoix Public Schools’ 
“Roots for Rayders” pro- 
gram. Kindergarten stu- 
dents and high school 
seniors will team up to plant 
trees, with lots of environ- 
mental education along the 
way. 

In total, $86,136 in grants 
have been awarded through 
the 2021 Environment & 
Land Use grant cycle. Visit 
céf.org for a complete list of 
grants. A portion of the 
grant funds were produced 
by a fund that is being in- 
vested in a socially responsi- 
ble way. By investing these 
dollars in environment, so- 
cial, and governance invest- 
ments (ESG), the fund will 
continue to grow, while also 
supporting and being sup- 
ported by income from so- 
cially responsible 
companies. 

A charitable organization 
dedicated to improving and 
enriching life in the area, 
the Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation accepts 
gifts from individuals, fami- 
lies, businesses and civic 
groups and manages them 


as permanent endowments. 
While a portion of the funds 
are utilized to support grant-

Charlevoix County Transit 
& the COA has a Senior and 
Emergency grocery ordering 
delivery service as part of 
the services offered by the 
County’s Transit. While de- 
livery of items such as food 
pantry boxes, prescriptions 
and senior meals was well re- 
ceived, the grocery delivery 
was not widely used during 
the early months of the pan- 
demic. One of the drawbacks 
that transit officials noticed 
was that for curbside pickup 
available for groceries an in- 
dividual needed to place their 
order via a smartphone or 
web-based application. 

The expansion of the Tran- 
sit’s delivery program will 
provide assistance to those 
needing help with ordering 
their groceries. County resi- 
dents who would like to use 
the Grocery Ordering/Deliv- 
ery Program can call Pro- 
gram Coordinator at 231-497- 
1430 on designated shopping 
days to place their grocery 
order. The program coordina- 
tor will then input the order 
with the caller, take payment 
information (credit/debit 
card) and then place the or- 
der as well as scheduling the 
grocery delivery in transit’s 
scheduling system. This pro- 
gram is currently limited to 
in-county grocery stores uti- 
lizing the store shopping app.

1:30-3:00pm; Tuesday 9:00- 

10:00am and 1:30-3:00pm;

. Free post-spring 
break testing pop up sites are 
planned for school districts 
in 84 communities. 

. Testing sites at Wel- 
come Centers and Michigan 
airports are in the works for 
returning travelers. 

As of Monday, April 5, all 
Michiganders age 16 and up 
who were not previously eli- 
gible will be eligible to re- 
ceive a vaccine. This is based 
on the anticipated amount of 
vaccines becoming available 
to the state and President 
Biden’s directive that all 
adults should be eligible by 
May 1. As providers are 
scheduling appointments, 
they should consider an indi- 
vidual’s risk of exposure due 
to their employment and 
their vulnerability to severe 
disease in determining how 


to prioritize scheduling ap- 
pointments. Vaccine 
providers with the capacity 
to vaccinate all individuals 
ages 16 years and older may 
do so at this time. 

It is anticipated that it may 
still take several weeks be- 
yond April 5 for everyone 
who wishes to receive a vac- 
cine to have an appointment. 
Michiganders are encour- 
aged to be patient as supplies 
and appointments continue 
to expand. Those who want 
the vaccine will be able to get 
the vaccine.

Manna resumes food rescue program, accepts 
food donations after year-long hiatus 


HARBOR SPRINGS - 
Manna Food Project has an- 
nounced that it will resume 
its Food Rescue program as 
well as accept food donations 
from the public starting 
April 1, 2021. After a year- 
long suspension, this deci- 
sion comes after diligently 
tracking community trans- 
mission of the virus. 

“Pausing Food Rescue last 
March was the right thing to 
do,” says Kim Baker, Execu- 
tive Director of Manna Food 
Project. “Although it’s diffi- 
cult to turn away food dona- 
tions, we had to take every 
precaution to protect our 
staff, volunteers, partners, 
and food pantry clients.” 

The purpose of Manna’s 
Food Rescue program is to 
collect donated and surplus 
food each week from local 
grocery stores and busi- 
nesses. These items range 
from soon-to-expire canned 
goods, discontinued and 
overstocked items, day-old 
breads and baked goods, pre-

Dear Dave, 

In your mind, what are 
some of the biggest mental 
and emotional obstacles pre- 
venting people from address- 
ing their financial problems?

Dear Roger, 

This is a great question! 
There are always circum- 
stances beyond our control 
that can put us in a bad 
place, financially or other- 
wise, for a season. But to 
change your situation when 
it comes to money, you have 
to be willing to step back and 
honestly look at the overall 
picture of what has and 
hasn’t been working—and 
why. You need to be willing to 
admit you might have been 
wrong about a few things, 
and be open to learning and 
trying new ways. 

Myths about money and 
debt are definitely near the 
top of the list of things mess- 
ing people up when it comes 
to their finances. I’ve heard it 
said if you tell a lie often 
enough and loudly enough, 
that lie will become accepted 
as a fact. Repetition, volume, 
and longevity will twist and 
turn a myth, or a lie, intoa 
commonly accepted way of 
doing things. Debt is so in- 
grained into our culture, and 
has been marketed to us so 
aggressively, that most 
Americans can’t envision a 
car without a payment, a 
house without a mortgage, or 
a college student without a 
loan. We’ve also bought into 
the myth that we can get rich 
quick. We’re living in a mi- 
crowave society, but living 
right financially is a crock 
pot concept. It takes time. 


pared food from restaurants, 
and produce naturally being 
rotated off the shelves, all of 
which would otherwise go to 
waste. By diverting this food 
from the landfill, Manna not 
only fills hungry bellies but 
also reduces food waste in 
the community—about half 
a million pounds each year, 
accounting for approxi- 
mately 25 percent of the food 
they distribute. 

The other 75 percent of the 
food Manna acquires is 
through their association 
with Feeding America and 
the US Department of Agri- 
culture, along with purchas- 
ing from local suppliers. As a 
Partner Food Bank of Feed- 
ing America West Michigan, 
Manna regularly receives 
shipments of free and low- 
cost food from a distribution 
center near Grand Rapids. 
They also purchase some 
items from retailers like Mei- 
jer, Burnette Foods, and 
Sysco.

Dear Sharyn, 

That’s exactly what you 
should do.

In the 
process, make sure you’re 
keeping your own living ne- 
cessities in mind—food, shel- 
ter, clothing, utilities, and 
transportation. 

After you’ve done that, and 
saved a beginner emergency 


foods came to a halt, Manna 
was forced to increase these 
kinds of purchases.

Potentially thou- 
sands of people in our region 
would be without a source of 
emergency food. That was a 
risk we couldn’t take. But

fund of $1,000, start your debt 
snowball and pay off all your 
debts from smallest largest, 
except for your home.

glad you two are having 
money discussions, and 
working toward making deci- 
sions together, but you'll 
never get control of your fi- 
nances until you rid yourself 
of the mindset that debt is 
okay. Once you lose that idea, 
you'll begin to understand 
missing a year of funding 
your Roth IRAs isn’t going to 
kill you. It’s also not going to 
prevent you from becoming 
wealthy and living like no 
one else when it’s time to 
start thinking about retire- 
ment. 

If you stay in the mindset 
that having debt is okay, or 
that you’re going to let it 
hang around, eventually it 
will really mess you up finan- 
cially. Winning with money 
is more about behavior than 
math. Don’t get me wrong, 
you need to crunch the num- 
bers and be mindful of them, 
but all the mathematical 
components are nothing but 
theory if the behavior doesn’t 
kick in. 

So yeah, I’m siding with 
your wife on this one. Just 
follow the Baby Steps plan. 
Have all your debt paid off, 
except for your home, and an 
emergency fund of three to 
six months of expenses saved 
and set aside before you start 
any long-term investing. A 
lot of folks will tell you my 
way isn’t mathematically cor- 
rect, but it will work better in 
the long run—for your 
money, your marriage, and 
in other areas of your life!

Whether it’s snowing out- 
side or not, some of the spring 
birds — whose migrations are

Red-winged blackbirds, robins, 
sandhill cranes, woodcocks, 
kestrels and geese are among 
these early arrivals — perhaps 
to be surprised by a white wel- 
come. 

Maple trees are dripping 
their sap, weasels and hares 
have begun changing from 
their wintry white coats back 
to their darker spring and 
summer fur fashions. It won’t 
be long before the wood frogs — 
which can stand to freeze and 
still survive — will begin their 
clucking spring songs. 

They may already be out 
there talking into the cold 
spring winds, from a spot 
where the sunshine melted 
away the ice over the shallow 
water in the corner of some 
backwoods swamp. 

Not far behind them will be 
the spring peepers, a small 
woodland frog with the mark 
of across on its back. In large 
numbers, especially in con- 
fined areas, these frogs united 
can produce a deafening 
evening chorus of song. 

And so it goes throughout 
the spring into the early sum- 
mer, as the temperature rises, 
each of the various frog and 
toad species of the region are 
triggered to begin singing. 

For me, spring has provided 
some good memories over the 
years to help carry me for- 
ward. However, much of this 
realization has been produced 
in hindsight, with the benefit 
of more than a little soaking in 
a thick gruel of introspection. 

When I was a kid, spring 
meant getting outside as much 
as possible and pursuing all 
those fun activities prevented 
by months of wintertime. 

These pursuits included get- 
ting down to the lake to wade

playing whiffle ball in the 
backyard, climbing trees, rid- 
ing and jumping bikes, build- 
ing forts and swinging and 
singing on the playground 
equipment not far beyond our 
back-porch steps. 

Thave an April birthday and 
as such, a lot of things about 
spring I associate with that 
day. For example, in most 
years, the snow is usually gone 
by my birthday. 

Another one of those associ- 
ations is that Major League 
Baseball season usually starts 
about a week before my birth- 
day. Baseball is one of those 
things I have always loved. 

It’s a sport my dad and I 
could watch together and 
enjoy. However, I was no good 
at sports beyond the backyard. 
I wasn’t ever going to be any 
Catfish Hunter or Mark “the 
Bird” Fidrych, much less Hank 
Aaron or Harmon Killebrew. 

This proved to be a big dis- 
appointment to my dad, who 
had been an exceptional hard- 
ball player. At one point, he 
even held professional aspira- 
tions before he and my mom 
got married. 

When I washed out of Little 
League tryouts, our evenings 
playing catch together in the 
backyard ended. 

That’s not to say I couldn’t 
throw. I could skip rocks or 
toss a stone a long distance out 
into a quiet lake or pond to 
hear the sound and watch the 
ripples it made in the water, 
bubbles churning up to the 
surface from the lake bottom. 

My younger brother, on the 
other hand, was athletic. But I 
remember him trying to skip a 
rock on one of our family lake 
outings and getting hit in the 
back of the head. 

It’s all trade-offs. Right? 

I tried to even the baseball 
score with my dad when I lived 
in California. When he came to 
visit one summer, I got the two 
of us fabulous seats along the 
first base line to watch the 
Tigers play the California An- 
gels. 

Iremember it was the first 
major league game he had 
seen in person. Of the seats he

we don’t get one in the puss sit- 
ting here.” Translation: he 
liked the seats. 

After the game, they turned 
all the lights in the stadium 
out for a lengthy July fire- 
works display. My dad said it 
was the best fireworks show 
he’d ever seen. He also compli- 
mented my ability to easily 
travel the Los Angeles freeway 
system. 

Another trade-off. 

Years later, I had the oppor- 
tunity to work as a reporter 
and photographer for The 
Mining Journal in Marquette — 
the newspaper my dad read 
every day without fail. It was 
one of my proudest days being 
able to tell him I got that job. 

It was kind of a vindication 
that I could do meaningful 
things off the baseball dia- 
mond. 

Today, he’s been dead more 
than 10 years and I’m still writ- 
ing. 

When I was a news writer, I 
used to wonder why my dad, 
like many other newspaper 
readers, read the obituaries 
first. Older now, I don’t wonder 
anymore. 

Springtime in my childhood 
also meant getting distracted 
by water. For some reason, 
whether it was playing with 
the garden hose, fishing — 
which I did since I was 3 years 
old — or sneaking off down to 
the lake, I have always had a 
big attraction to water. 

Iremember being a little 
guy, outside on recess at the 
old brownstone Grammar 
School. I followed a toothpick 
I’d been floating down the 
snowmelt river along the curb 
to aslush dam reservoir some 
of us kids had built. 

When I turned around, I was 
the only one there. All the 
other kids had gone back into 
the school. I never heard the 
bell. 

On my way home from 
school one day, my mom had to 
come down to the lake in the 
car “to get me.” A schoolmate 
and I had stopped at the neigh- 
borhood party store to pick up 
plastic Army guys with fold-up 
parachutes you could throw up 
into the air and they would 
float back to earth. 

At my grandma’s house, I 
would love to go outside to play 
around the big fenced-in yard 
in Palmer. I was too young to 
figure out my folks could hear 
the water for the outside spigot 
being turned on from inside 
the house. 

“Johnny, get away from that 
hose!” 

Springtime also meant, and 
still means, admiring the glori- 
ous beauty of the purple and 
white crocuses poking up 
through the snow. Then there 
were the chocolate bunnies, or 
cross-shaped cakes wrapped in 
plastic hidden like Easter eggs 
throughout our house — bas- 
kets with green plastic grass 
and malted milk ball eggs. 

Birthday parties with kids 
from school. Those pictures 
today are wild to look at just 
for the fashions of the 1960s 
and haircuts alone. A lot of 
peace signs held up by my 
party-goers. 

Those were the days when 
the barber my dad took me to 
handed out pens that had a 
flapping American flag on 
them with the slogan: “Beau- 
tify America, get a haircut.” 

T’ve lost the Princeton-style 
haircut, the pen, birthday par- 
ties whenever possible and 
most of my 60’s-style clothes, 
but I’ve kept the music along 
with the peace sign, watching 
baseball and a bunch of memo- 
ries of my dad. 

Listen. It’s 1968. Can you 
hear the Zombies?
